NEW YORK, Oct. 7 Commis-

him no ground on which to base 
any change in his verdict 

The commissioner did, 
reveal two of the objects for 
the pair came to see him, 

O'Connell he said, had not re- 
celved official notice of his banish- 
ment and wanted to have his status 
definitely establ'shed, while Dolan 
sought an audience to explain that 
when he told rdis he “didn't re- 
member” the cireumstances related 
in O'Connell's confession, he (Do 
lan) meant he knew nothing About 
the whole affair. Dolan has stead- 
ily maintained hia Innocence, but 
his newest explanation apparently 
failed to move the commissioner. 

Landis tonight declined to com- 
ment upon the latest attack upon 
his administration by Ban Johnson, 
president of the American League,

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct, 7.—Ban 
Johnson, president of the American
